Issue I: Anticipation Rejection (35 U.S.C. §102) 

Claims 1-45 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
publication 20040176635. This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

As previously argued, US publication 2004017665 does not disclose every 
element as set forth in the claims in applicants' invention. For example, US publication 
2004017665 does not disclose the limitation in the claims of "routing said water- wet
